Thcro  is  vory  littlo  information  to  bo  dorivod  from  tho  vital  statistics 
bocausu  tho  population  is  too  small  for  satisfactory  yoar  to  yoar  comparison 
as  in  197C. 

Maos  immunisations  against  moaslos  was  continued  in  clinics  and  schools 
with  modorato  response  and  also  against  poliomyelitis,  diphthoria  and  totanus. 

Activo  proventivo  measures  have  continuod  to  be  takon  against  tuberculosis 
and  all  school  entrants  havo  boon  tuberculin  tostod,  all  positives  boing 
roferrod  for  specialist  opinion. 

No  ca3os  of  infoctious  disoasos  havo  boon  roportod. 

Attondanaoo  at  tho  Mobilo  Child  Welfare  Clinic  havo  boon  satisfactory 
and  its  popularity  has  stoadily  grown  although  criticism  has  been  levelled 
against  tho  lack  of  warmth  in  the  waiting  accommodation  in  tho  Logion  Hut. 
However,  investigation  for  an  alternate  site  has  produced  no  hotter  solution. 

Housing  inspections  havo  continued  during  tho  yoar  and  a  numbor  of 
families  with  social  problems  havo  been  visited. 

The  roport  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  tho  Council  and  staff  for  thoir 
co— op or at ion.
